What is the future for 
Cadoxton House after 
third fire in four years? 


CADOXTON HOUSE in Barry has suf¬ 
fered its third fire in just four years. 

At 4pm on Sunday afternoon, April 26, firefight¬ 
ers taclded a blaze on the first floor in the middle of 
the building. 

A fire service spokesman said: “Three fire 
engines went to the scene, two from Barry and one 
from Ely. 

“There were also two water bowsers used. 

“We had to use a hydraulic platform because the 
fire was on the first floor with smoke coming out of 
the windows. 

“It spread to the roof and we had to force entry. 
In all, it took two and a half hours to put the fire 
out.” 

Local resident Patricia Ireland said it was frus¬ 
trating for the local community to see the building 
falling prey to a succession of fires, and neglect. 

Patricia said: “The total lack of attention by the 
local council has left this valuable community asset 
at risk for years. 

“Its value, which must once have been in the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands, has now gone up in smoke - lit¬ 
erally. 

“When is the council going to act in respect of 
this building? 

“Surely, options to sell it should be considered? 

“It is a grotesque legacy of what must previously 
have been a beautiful local landmark. 

“The council must take responsibility and take 
action.” 

Patricia moved to the area four years ago when 
the building still had a purpose.

“At that time it was put to good use as an arts cen¬ 
tre, but since it closed, there have been three fires 
and it has fallen into disrepair. 

“Local residents would like to see the council do 
something with it. If they can’t, maybe they should 
sell it to someone who can.” 

In previous fires, out-buildings and a verandah 
have been destroyed, and the latest blaze has caused 
more damage to the interior. 

Residents frequently see youngsters going in and 
out of the grounds of the house. 

By pure coincidence, an officers’ report to the 
Vale cabinet this month outlines the council’s 
options in providing a future for the building. 

One option is to sell the site on the open market 
- which could mean a developer looking at renovat¬ 
ing it for flats. 

The second more likely option is that a grant will 
be sought and it will become a ‘one-stop shop’ for 
domestic abuse and substance misuse advice and 
services. 

The report concludes: “It is proposed that the 
council should seek to work with the Safer Vale 
Partnership and authorise the director of legal, pub¬ 
lic protection and housing to bid for and accept, if 
successful, Welsh Assembly substance misuse and 
domestic abuse grants to establish a multi-agency 
‘one-stop shop’.” 


Network Rail defends ‘essential work’ 

Island traders’ anger over 
no bank holiday trains 


NETWORK RAIL has defended its decision 
to carry out “essential maintenance work” 
on the track between Cardiff and Barry 
Island over the May Day bank holiday 
which could lead to a drop in visitor num¬ 
bers. 

The work will start on Saturday, May 2, and ends 
on Monday, May 4. 

Island traders are angry that a peak trading week¬ 
end could suffer a drop in day trippers because of the 
lack of trains. 

A Network Rail spokeswoman said: “We apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience, but a connecting bus 
service to the island will be provided. 

“We are working on four successive weekends to 
do £750,000 worth of upgrading on the track. 

“The track is used by freight as well as passenger 
services, which means there is lot of wear and tear. 

“Over the bank holiday, work will be going on 24 
hours a day so that we can return the track to normal 
use for commuters on Tuesday. 

“We have huge constraints on doing work on 
weekdays and planning an appropriate time is a very 
considered process. We planned this 18 months ago. 

“The work is to make the line more reliable, and 
in the long term is for the good of passengers.” 

Gary Harris, the manager of Linnegans Inn, who 
has worked on Barry Island for 25 years, said traders 
couldn’t believe it when they heard the train service 
would not be running. 

“It’s absolutely ridiculous! You get 52 people on a 
bus, how many can you get on a train - 150? 

“Then there’s the extra congestion it is going to 
cause. 

“At certain times over a bank holiday it can be 
gridlock, around 2pm and 3pm, and now we’re talk-

ing about more vehicles on the road. 

“Bank holidays are very important for traders on 
the Island because we make good money to make up 
for the quiet times.” 

Paul Haley, the chairman of Pride in Barry, said 
that during very busy weekends, and particularly 
over this bank holiday, the Vale Council should have 
contingency plans in place. 

He said: “They should consider using the head¬ 
land as an overspill car park to cope with extra visi¬ 
tors arriving on the Island by car.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt expressed her concern at 
Network Rail’s decision to carry the work out over 
the May Day bank holiday. 

She said: “I cannot understand why this decision 
has been made by Network Rail. 

“While I fully appreciate the importance of mak¬ 
ing repairs, and maintaining and upgrading track, I 
think it is extraordinary that they have chosen to do 
so when passenger numbers to Barry Island are like¬ 
ly to be much higher. 

“I am writing to Network Rail to express my con¬ 
cerns and to ask them to ensure this situation does 
not arise in future.” 


Vale widow (82) in

2 was a Vale 
Council public 
notice that, by the 
end of the month, 
sizable areas, and in 
particular Barry 
Island, would have 
a drink ban 
imposed. 

In effect, a cold beer 
or glass of wine on the 
beach would be illegal. 

In principle the ability to 
ban drinking under the 
Criminal Justice & 

Police Act 2001 (and 
specific legislation 2007) 
is to prevent anti-social 
behaviour and I see little 
reason for anybody to 
booze it up in the high 
street or in a church 
yard. 

However, as a resident 
of Barry Island, anti¬ 
social drinking does not 
seem to be a problem. 


Under-18s can be found 
on occasion drinking 
beer but not actually in 
any of the designated 
areas and the confisca¬ 
tion of alcohol Act 1997 
covers this, anyway. 

The nature of the ban 
does not appear to fol¬ 
low the guidelines set 
out in the 2001/2007 
Act, which determines 
that there must be a 
need, because of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

As I understand it, the 
proposal has to go to the 
Home Office to be 
approved and I presume 
evidence for a problem 
needs to be presented - 
but I fail to see what 
they could present. 

According to council 
minutes, it states that the 
police support a ban, but 
there are plenty of other 
laws - ranging from 
1872-1964-2003 
Licencing Acts, Violent 
Crime Reduction Act 
2006, Criminal Justice 
Act 1967, as well as the

Many more such 
facilities will be needed 
in years to come - as the 
Alzheimer’s time bomb 
ticks away. 

To lose both the care 
home and day centre 
would be a disaster.

range of anti-social 
measures to target prob¬ 
lem and anti-social 
drinking. 

But simply drinking 
in public places is not 
against the law or an 
excuse to introduce the 
CJ&PAct. 

Apart from the fact 
that it is a blanket ban, 
and that there appears to 
be a lack of need (at 
least on Barry Island) 
my other concern is that 
I will no longer be able 
to have a picnic on any 
beach that includes a 
cold beer or bottle of 
wine. 

In fact, I know of 
nowhere in the world 
(where drinking is per¬ 
mitted) that such a ban 
exists, and I am not sure 
why I am being 
penalised. 

If there is the case that 
pubs are causing a drink 
problem on the beach, 
then the Violent Crime 
Reduction Act does a 
much better job of tack¬ 
ling the issue. 

This lazy blanket ban 
serves no-one and is 
another example of an 
interfering state. 


I know there are prob¬ 
lems with drinking, (this 
has been a British prob¬ 
lem since Agincourt!) 
but to demonise all 
drinking is not responsi¬ 
ble. 

No doubt the Vale will 
point to police recom¬ 
mendations as a reason 
for introducing the ban, 
but the point about not 
having a police state is 
that the police serve the 
community. 

Apparently there are 
late night parties on the 
beach which sound 
rather jolly and some¬ 
thing I thought was 
everyone's right. 

The anti-rave legisla¬ 
tion covers organised 
parties, and anti-social 
parties are covered by 
anti-litter laws and a host 
of criminal justice Acts. 

My other issue is pub¬ 
lic consultation: The law 
only requires a 28-day 
notice in the local paper 
(page 38 of The GEM) 
and although representa¬ 
tion can be made, there 
seems little mechanism 
to oppose it.

Cinema group fear the 
Theatre Royal may now 
slip through their grasp 


A CAMPAIGN by the Save 
Our Cinema Association 
(SOCA) to reopen Barry’s 
Theatre Royal big screen 
has been thwarted - for 
now at least. 

For more than a year, SOCA 
has attempted to negotiate with 
the owner of the site Mr Bob 
Phillips, in the hope that the 
town’s last cinema would once 
more entertain the public. 

Those hopes look more dis¬ 
tant than ever, as Bob 
Armstrong, the chairman of 
SOCA explained: 

“We thought we could come 
to an arrangement and made 
every possible effort, but feel 
we have been ignored. 


“It’s a let down and a disap¬ 
pointment that there hasn’t been 
the courtesy to keep in touch 
with us.” 

Since the cinema closed 13 
months ago, campaigners have 
feared the site could become a 
block of flats. 

Mr Armstrong went on:“We 
now believe that a housing 
association is interested in 
developing the area. 

“If that does happen, there 
will be a lot of unhappy people 
in Barry. 

“More than 10,000 people 
signed our petition backing a 
future for the cinema - it’s been 
like the strength of feeling on 
the Cemetery Approach issue.” 

The GEM asked the Vale 


Council whether the site was 
subject to a planning applica¬ 
tion for flats. 

The Vale’s head of planning 
and transportation, Rob 
Thomas, said: “We have had no 
formal submissions relating to 
this site. 

“I understand that surveys 
have taken place, although this 
is a matter for the owner of the 
site. 

“In the event of a formal sub¬ 
mission, the council will under¬ 
take consultation on any pro¬ 
posals, prior to making a deter¬ 
mination.” 

Mr Phillips, the owner of the 
site, was unavailable for com¬ 
ment.

“We’re even hoping 
to acquire a genuine 
rail track on which it 
will be mounted - the 
cart will then be used 
as a container to house 
seasonal plants. 

“Avian Community 
Business will be com¬ 
mencing the layout of 
pathways and put in 
place curb edging, 
prior to the laying of 
tarmac pathways.”

A YEAR ago, there were to be sports 
facilities sited in our immediate 
vicinity. 

While not ideal, this was absolutely nothing com¬ 
pared with the latest proposal to drive a road through 
the countryside, destroying the meadows and fields 
from the middle of the Llantwit Major bypass to 
Eglwys Brewis Road. 

The road would start from 169 new houses and 
end at 142 new houses - 10 metres wide with 30 foot 
lamp posts to pollute the night sky, and denying 
direct access to the Eglwys Brewis Road. 

It is a construction that comes within 90 yards of 
our properties and which every single resident at 
Millands Park is opposed to. 

We had over a year to think about the sports facil¬ 
ities. Planning permission is being sought in early 
May for this ‘slight’ change in planning.

Rhoose Point: ‘The 
plans were flawed 
from the outset’ 


F or those 
unfamiliar 
with the 

Rhoose Point saga, 
spend a moment 
thinking what 
goodies the Vale 
Council expected 
from the “award¬ 
winning develop¬ 
ment”. 

The clues are in the 
section 106 agreement, a 
contract between the 
developers and the coun¬ 
cil, drafted and signed 
by the council, so we 
have to assume it is what 
someone at the council 
wanted 13 years ago 
(though they may deny 
this now). 

Aside from nearly 600 
houses, the council 
wanted: Industrial units; 
a nine-hole golf course; 
a golf club house; a 
sports field; sports field 
changing rooms; a 
nature reserve informa¬ 
tion centre. 

Prom this list, the 
council has got absolute¬ 
ly nothing. Except for 
the houses. You always 
get those. 

So why was the coun¬ 
cil unable to robustly 
enforce their own agree¬ 
ment? Because they had 
failed to supervise the 
planning and construc¬ 
tion of the estate infra¬ 
structure. 

It was clear in 1994, 
two years before con¬ 
struction began, that 
Welsh Water would not 
adopt the ponds that are 
such a feature of Rhoose 
Point. 

The plans were 
flawed from the outset, 
and it is no surprise that 
the infrastructure could 
not be adopted. 

You do not negotiate 
with those who have 
failed to live up to their 
side of a contract. You 
take them to court. 

Unable to threaten the 
developer Cofton with 
legal action, the coun¬ 
cil’s negotiating position 
was so weak that the 
council was forced to 
adopt the ‘tactic’ of 


granting further housing 
development on the land 
allocated for employ¬ 
ment. 

The only reason 
Cofton was still talking 
to the council was 
because Cofton was 
waiting to develop a fur¬ 
ther housing estate in the 
fields between Rhoose 
Point and Pontygary. 

Will these fields, allo¬ 
cated for the golf course, 
and currently enjoyed by 
all the residents of 
Rhoose, be transferred to 
the council, or will the 
land be sold by the 
administrators to the 
next property specula¬ 
tor? 

I am glad that the 
council officers can still 
take a positive line in 
their reports to council¬ 
lors, despite the evi¬ 
dence of 13 years of fail¬ 
ure. 

If they choose to 
remove the rose tinted 
spectacles, they will see 
that what the Vale is 
about to acquire from 
the corpse of Cofton is 
some inadequately- 
capped asbestos and a 
massive liability. 

As for the “significant 
administration costs” 
because of the “demands 
of a very small number 
of residents”, I am glad 
that at least two people 
who were ignored and 
belittled have, with 
patience, and at great 
personal cost, peeled 
away the layers of red- 
tape, double-speak, 
omission and evasion to 
uncover the truth. 

If the council had 
done its job adequately 
in the first instance, resi¬ 
dents would not have to 
become amateur experts 
on planning and land 
drainage. 

I shall work that little 
bit harder knowing my 
extra council taxes will 
help to keep those 
responsible for this mess 
writing more reports for 
the next 13 years.

I also read the report 
in the same issue entitled 
‘Commercial waste 
charges increase by 10 
per cent’. 

I live not very far 
from both planning pro¬ 
posals that are being 
sought by the respective 
companies, attended 
both public meetings 
held at the Mount Sorrel 
Hotel and listened to 
both sides of the argu¬ 
ment. 

Mr Christian Reeve, 
chief executive officer of 
Biogenpower, put the 
following points across 
at the meeting: “One of 
the benefits of our pro¬ 
posal is that it is sustain¬ 
able and economic, over 
the medium to longer 
term. 

“By gasifying wastes, 
we save fossil fuels and 
reduce waste disposal 
costs. We are also able 
to produce non fossil 
fuel energy. Landfill tax 
alone reaches £48 per 
tonne next year, and is 
set to continue to 
increase. 

“Tipping costs are 
increasing, too, as opera¬ 
tional costs at landfill 


and this showed a com¬ 
plete lack of considera¬ 
tion and contempt on 
their part. 

They claimed that the 
plant had to be sited on 
Woodham Road so that 
the by-product of ‘heat’ 
could be used locally for 
heating homes or busi¬ 
nesses, but they could 
not say where or when 
this would happen. 

It was obvious that 
this was simply an 
excuse and a ploy to try 
and make it sound 
attractive and a positive 
proposal, and that an 
alternative like Atlantic 
Trading Estate was not 
viable. 

The planning consult¬ 
ant representing Sunrise 
did his best to allay the 
fears of the residents, 
but this really was no 
substitute for having the 
people who should have 
the expert knowledge 
about the proposed 
development there. 

A further meeting 
with Sunrise was 
demanded by everyone 
before the planning 
application is presented 
to the Planning 
Committee, but we

EU targets will see 
councils fined 
over landfill waste 
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‘Restorative justice’ is the 
powerful tool that aims to 
help offenders and victims 
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HATRED of crime 
and criminals, and 
desire to see a tough 
punishment is the 
natural instinct of a 
law abiding citizen - 
but what if the 
offender is young 
and can be turned 
round? 

That conundrum is 
something that the Vale of 
Glamorgan Youth 

Offending Service, which 
is involved in the welfare 
of young people in the 
criminal justice system, 
tries to resolve. 

Its method of ‘restora¬ 
tive justice’ also takes into 
consideration the emo¬ 
tional impact on the vic¬ 
tim. 

The offending service 
runs a system of volun¬ 
teers who become what is 
known as ‘appropriate 
adults’ with the aim of 
supporting a young per¬ 
son under the age of 17 
years of age when they 
have been arrested and 
detained for questioning

at a police station. 

The idea is that the 
impartial adult can safe¬ 
guard the youngster’s 
rights and civil liberties. 

One ‘appropriate adult’ 
volunteer, Rhian Godwin, 
who lives in Barry, 
explained: “I had already 
done voluntary work with 
young people at the Royal 
National Institute for the 
Blind in taking them out 
to social events such as 
bowling at Nantgarw. 

“I decided then that I 
wanted to expand my 
experience in helping 
young people and wrote 
to the Youth Offending 
Service.” 

Rhian, aged 48, who in 
the past has worked in the 
travel industry and for 
Marks & Spencer, com¬ 
pleted a short, but inten¬ 
sive training course to 
prepare her for the role. 

“If a young person 
does not have a mum, dad 
or guardian to represent 
them, that’s where we 
step in. 
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“We get a phone call 
from the local police and 
can be present during the 
interviewing process to 
make sure the young per¬ 
son knows their rights. 

“We make sure that 
they are interviewed fair¬ 
ly, and can request that an 
interview is interrupted if 
the person is emotional, 
agitated, does not under¬ 
stand a question, or needs 
a break due to medica¬ 
tion.” 

For the cynic who 
beheves too much atten¬ 
tion is lavished on the 
rights of youngsters, 
Rhian points out that 
although the person might 
be a previous offender, 
they could equally be a 
first offender, who could 
quickly change their 
ways, or someone com¬ 
pletely innocent. 

“I get enormous satis¬ 
faction from helping 
young people at a time 
when they are vulnerable, 
and often agitated, have 
no family to help, and 
need a person for support 
and guidance.” 

The work of Rhian is 
complemented by Nicky 
Waudby, who supervises 
‘voluntary victim advoca¬ 
cy’. 

There are often calls 
from society to pay heed 
to the distress of victims 
and that is what Nicky 
tries to address. 

Nicky said: “Victim 
advocates listen to the 
victims of crime and 
explain how the restora¬ 
tive system works.” 

It means the victim can 
attend a panel meeting at 
which the young person’s 
offending behaviour is 
explored and can explain 
the impact the crime has 
had on them. 

Victims can request let¬ 
ters of apology and even 


ask for direct reparation to 
be undertaken. 

Nicky explained: “A 
recent example was 
where a shed had been 
burgled and the door had 
been removed. 

“The young people 
made good the shed and 
painted it. 

“On another occasion, 
an offender was taken 
back to the house of an 
elderly woman whose 
fence had been damaged. 

“The garden was 
cleared up, and the fence 
repaired and painted.” 

If a victim does not 
want the offender to be in 
such close contact to 
them, the person can 
make reparation in an 
indirect way. 

Nicky said: “In one 
case in Barry some girls 
had damaged someone’s 
wing mir ror. 

“The girls went to the 
local park and tidied up 
litter and got rid of graffi¬ 
ti - the victim actually 
saw us going there.” 

Victims can also be 
kept up to date with how 
the offender involved in 
their crime is responding 
to any order imposed on 
them. 

Bibi Davies, the volun¬ 
teer coordinator at the 
service, added: “When a 
young person is confront¬ 
ed with the consequences 
of what they’ve done they 
feel remorse and start to 
think: 

‘What if that had hap¬ 
pened to my mother or 
father, or brother, or sis¬ 
ter?’ 

“Restorative justice is a 
very powerful tool, 
empowering victims and 
giving the chance for 
youngsters to turn their 
lives around.”

Penarth Computer Club 


Bad computer habits must 
be broken - and here’s how! 


WE are all creatures of 
habit and they are hard to 
break - the ‘force of habit’ 
is so powerful that it is 
worthwhile making sure 
that these habits are useful 
ones in order for them to 
make life easier. 

It is possible to acquire a habit 
after as few as two or three iden¬ 
tical actions. For computer users, 
habits can be a problem. 

When starting out, we struggle 
to discover how to do something; 
which keys to press to achieve 
what we want. When we find 
something that works, we are 
quite pleased with the result and 
repeat it several times. We have a 
habit. When we become more 
proficient with the machine, we 
maintain the habit, in spite of 
becoming aware that there are 
always at least three or more ways 
of doing anything. 

It is unlikely that our habit has 
struck upon the most efficient 
way of working, yet we persevere 
to our detriment. 

One of the most frequently- 
neglected improvements is to 
learn some keyboard shortcuts. 
These involve using the keyboard 
instead of the mouse when typing, 
because it is often easier than 
grasping the mouse; finding 
where the pointer is on screen; 
steering it to the appropriate but¬ 
ton and effecting a change. 

A simple example: saving a 
document from time to time as it 
is being typed. (This should be 
done as a matter of course. 
Anyone who doesn’t do it has not 
yet lost a significant amount of 
typing when a computer has 
crashed!). 

The options are: Stop typing. 
Find the mouse; find the pointer; 
click on File on the taskbar; Click 
on Save on the drop-down menu. 


Move hand back to the keyboard. 
Continue typing. 

OR - Stop typing. Find the 
mouse; find the pointer; point at 
the save button on the taskbar and 
click. Move hand back to the key¬ 
board. Continue typing. 

OR - Type: Alt, F, S. 

The last one is the keyboard 
shortcut and your hand has not 
left the keyboard. It is quicker and 
much less effort. It is, therefore, 
more likely to be used frequently 
and as a result work is less likely 
to be lost. Anyone not using this 
shortcut is recommended to start 
developing the habit now. 

Similarly, the keyboard can be 
used to cut and paste. There is no 
need to backspace to delete a line 
or paragraph character by charac¬ 
ter or use the mouse to select 
some text. The arrow keys will 
move the cursor and holding 
down the Shift key will select the 
text as the cursor moves. 

Tip: this method will enable 
you to start and/or finish the 
selection in the middle of a word. 
Up and down arrows will work as 
will Page Up and Page Down. 

Then, holding down [ctrl-i-x] 
together will cut the selected text. 
Move the cursor to where you 
want the text to be and press 
[ctrl-i-v] and the text will be past¬ 
ed. [ctrl-i-c] will copy text. 

If a considerable amount of 
text is to be moved, it is perhaps 
safer to copy and paste and then 
delete the original text - just in 
case your finger slips! 

Typing [ctrl-i-b] will switch on 
bold type; [ctrl-i-u] will underline 
and [ctrl-i-i] will italicise text. 
These are ‘toggles’ and typing 
them again will cancel the 
change. They can be used in com¬ 
bination. 

In all cases it means that typing 
can continue without bothering 
the mouse. All these are time-sav¬ 


ing habits to encourage. 

Unfortunately, some useful lit¬ 
tle features are used so infre¬ 
quently that they never get to 
become a habit. For these we 
have to resign ourselves to dig¬ 
ging around to discover their 
secrets again. We could, of 
course, make a note somewhere 
to save the effort, but it can be just 
as difficult to find the note. 
(Sound familiar?) 

For example, if a preferred 
view of picture folders is by 
means of the Filmstrip option, it 
is irritating if, for no apparent rea¬ 
son, the option is not given in the 
view menu. 

This can arise even if the fold¬ 
er is a sub-folder within the ‘My 
Pictures’ folder. To have the 
option included in the view menu, 
you must highlight the folder; 
right-click on it and select 
‘Properties’. 

In the dialogue box select the 
‘Customise’ tab. Under What kind 
of folder do you want? select 
‘Photo Album’ or ‘Pictures’ and 
click ‘Apply’. (There are options 
tailored to music and video files 
as well.) There is a box to tick if 
there are sub-folders that also 
need the option. 

Even here there is a quirk. If 
the folder is important enough to 
have lots of sub-folders, the prop¬ 
erties dialogue box might not 
have a Customise tab. In that case 
try folders on the next level down.

HOWARD DESMOND 
(Chairman) 
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Father who horsewhipped 
his children now faces jail 


A STRICT father is 
facing jail for 
horsewhipping his 
three young chil¬ 
dren - to “stop 
them going off the 
rails”. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court last week, he 
admitted using a riding 
crop on his children 
aged between seven and 
12 to make them behave. 

The father (52) denied 
three charges of cruelty, 
claiming he had whipped 
them “for their own 
good”. 

But a jury found him 


guilty and he was 
warned that he will be 
jailed. 

Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC told the 
father: “You are a con¬ 
trolling and cruel man. 
The fact that you consid¬ 
er it appropriate to hit 
children with a riding 
crop, albeit on the hand, 
demonstrates you are a 
cruel man.” 

The qualified engineer 
was arrested when his 
seven-year-old son 
dialled 999 after an inci¬ 
dent at the family home 
in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

One of his children 


told Cardiff Crown 
Court when his father hit 
him it felt “like his hand 
was on fire” and it 
always left a mark. 

The father-of-three 
said: “I used it as a 
deterrent. I’m trying to 
instil discipline into the 
children. I don’t wish for 
them to go off the rails. 

“I’m actively trying to 
be a good father, to 
bring them up knowing 
right and wrong. 

“I’m trying to instil 
discipline, but children 
don’t like that - they 
like to run free from 
parental control. The rid¬ 
ing crop is a deterrent. It 
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would be used only on 
the palm of the hand, 
never to cause injury. I 
don’t hit them hard. I am 
extremely careful. 

“I’ve never used it 
when I’ve lost my tem¬ 
per or when I’ve been 
angry or enraged.” 

When asked if he 
thought using the riding 
crop was acceptable, he 
said: “I suppose I have 
to bend to modem socie¬ 
ty and say I shouldn’t 
use it.” 

The father, who can¬ 
not be named, to protect 
the identity of his chil¬ 
dren, was found guilty 
of three charges of cmel- 
ty to a person under 16. 

Judge Hopkins added 
that by pleading not 
guilty and making the 
children give evidence 
against him, he had 
effectively called them 
liars. 

The man was also 
found guilty of causing 
actual bodily harm and 
common assault on his 
wife, who is 20 years his 
junior. 

The judge asked for a 
report on the future con¬ 
tact between the man 
and his children before 
sentencing him at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
next month.

So why am I grumpy? It is because of a measur¬ 
able lack of social responsibility that I observe but 
feel powerless to have any impact upon.

It was a small 
piece of rubbish, but if such action was extrapolat¬ 
ed across the populous, our town would be an 
unpleasant place in which to live. 

The woman and I did not make eye contact, oth¬ 
erwise I might have remonstrated. 

Recently, a family ahead of me allowed their dog 
to defecate on the pavement. I asked them if they 
would clean it up. “Yes” they said, but they were 
going to get a bag as they had run out... It was still 
there three days later. 


A great example for the children. 

I must not get tedious, but I estimate that 50 per 
cent of drivers ignore the 30mph warning on the 
Llantwit/Boverton road, driving while using a 
mobile ‘phone is commonplace, and I am often 
overtaken in 30mph areas. 

I often flash my lights or hoot and I guess that I 
am putting myself at some risk in doing this. These 
things make me mad and my wife wisely counsels 
me to consider my blood pressure.

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New Welsh law brings 
local families into play 


I T was good to be 
able to report to 
the Cardiff and 
Vale Parents 
Federation conference 
this week that we are 
developing a new 
Welsh law (The 
Children and Families 
Measure) introduced 
to the Assembly on 
March 2, which will 
bring in new entitle¬ 
ments for children 
and young people for 
play opportunities. 

The title of the confer¬ 
ence held on Monday in 
Sophia Gardens was We 
Can Play, which is so 
important for the parents 
and carers of disabled chil¬ 
dren and young people. 

In fact, the federation 
was set up by parents and 
carers of people with 
learning disabilities in 
Cardiff and the Vale and it 
has a strong voice influ¬ 
encing government at all 
levels. 

Play is fundamental to 
every child’s emotional, 
physical and social devel¬ 
opment, and it is vital that 
every chance is given to 
provide play and leisure 
opportunities for disabled 
children and young peo¬ 
ple. 

This principle was 
embraced by the C hil dren 
and Young People’s 
Partnerships, set up in 
each local authority area in 
Wales. Since 2003, the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government has awarded 


£23 milli on to these 
Partnerships to fund play 
opportunities as part of the 
Cymorth Grant. 

Over two years ago, we 
announced that £1 milli on 
of this allocation had to be 
spent on play for disabled 
c hil dren. This funding has 
continued with a new 
package this year of sup¬ 
port of £2.75 milli on for 
play for disabled children, 
short break services for 
children with complex dis- 
abihties, and a new benefit 
awareness campaign for 
fa mili es with disabled 
children. 

We have worked close¬ 
ly with the ‘Disabled 
Children Matter” cam¬ 
paign to bring in these 
new funding opportunities, 
and the feedback from the 
parents and carers at the 
conference showed that 
this investment was vital, 
but also more can be done 
within existing resources 
to change the way we pro¬ 
vide our services. 

For example, leisure 
centres could be more 
flexible about opening up 
their facihties for disabled 
children and young peo¬ 
ple. Access to soft play 
and hohday play schemes 
could be geared more 
effectively to the wide 
range of needs and abih- 
ties of our young people. 

This can be addressed 
now by local authorities 
but the new Welsh law we 
are introducing will help 
ensure that these issues 
will be fuUy addressed. 

The proposals include 


new duties on local 
authorities to 
require them to 
formally assess 
the ‘sufficiency’ 
of play opportuni¬ 
ties in their area, 
both in terms of 
quahty and quan¬ 
tity and to use that 
assessment to 
improve provi¬ 
sion. 

The views of 
children, young 
people and their 
famihes will be 
taken into account 
in developing this 
assessment, includ¬ 
ing the views and needs of 
disabled children and 
young people. 

The new Welsh law is 
part of our plan to take 
action to tackle child 
poverty and to improve 
the life chances of our 
most disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren in Wales. 

It will also include a 
requirement to fund free 
childcare for two-year-olds 
in our Hying Start areas in 
Wales. 

Childcare provision at 
the pioneering 
Gibbonsdown children’s 
centre is partly funded 
through Hying Start provi¬ 
sion, and we want to safe¬ 
guard that for the future. 

Like the foundation 
phase for our 3-7 year 
olds, our Flying Start pro¬ 
gramme for 0-3 year olds 
has the concept of ‘learn¬ 
ing through play’ at the 
heart of its provision. It 
encourages parents and

carers to be involved in 
play activities with their 
children as a key part of 
parenting. 

Wales was the first 
country in the UK to 
develop a play pohcy and 
play implementation plan, 
which has led us to intro¬ 
duce these new policies, 
funds and laws about play. 

Children and young 
people involved in the 
recent pioneering BBC 
Wales series said they 
wanted to have more play, 
leisure, sporting and out¬ 
door activities. 

Our Funky Dragon and 
schools councils told the 
UN Committee in Geneva 
that play and tackling bul¬ 
lying were at the top of 
their priorities. 

We are responding to 
these calls and we hope 
this will lead to a new era 
for play opportunities for 
all children and young 
people in Wales.

THE TRAINING COLLEGE IS 
NOT A RECESSION-BUSTERS 


J OHN SMITH MP’s annual report as 
a wrap-around in The GEM (April 
23) gives his own words, leaving no 
excuse of misquoting or taking out of 
context. 

So he actually believes “five per cent of the 
UK’s energy needs” could be produced by a Severn 
Barrage from Lavemock Point. The figure in the 
tidal options report is five per cent of UK electrici¬ 
ty and only one per cent of UK energy needs. 

The difference is significant, as Mr Smith’s gov¬ 
ernment has signed up to reducing energy use by 20 
per cent by 2020, so 20 times the Severn Barrage, 
and delivered sooner. 

While the plans for doing this are sketchy, it 
clearly includes reducing traffic and car use, imply¬ 
ing John Smith’s promotion of an M4 link road 
contradicts that energy target. 

The MP still proclaims £12 billion as the cost of 
the military technical training college. Yet at the 
recent exhibitions, Metrix gave the total investment 
cost as £700 million. The rest is running costs, 
staff salaries and profits for 30 years and covers 
sites other than St Athan. 

We expect our MP to understand the PFI funding 
mechanism; also to recognise that PFI schemes 
have often been excessively costly and examine 
whether this one would be any dilferent. 

The £700 million on constructing the St Athan 
college and housing is still a tidy sum, but little dif¬ 
ferent from the current £650 million St Davids-2 
development in Cardiff. 

It could help maintain building jobs through the 
recession (if that lasts through 2011), but is far 
from the claimed “recession-buster”. 

The quoted 20,000 students per year is another 


inflated figure. The plans cater for a transient pop¬ 
ulation of maximum 3,000 trainees, on various 
courses of lengths from three weeks to 18 months. 
The 3,000 shows the college is under a third the 
size of the Treforest campus of the University of 
Glamorgan. 

It’s worrying that the MP fails to grasp the basic 
numbers that show the Technical College (one-time 
‘Training Academy’) is no big deal. 

Rather than a ‘recession buster’, it’s one of 
Labour’s PFI-privatisation dodges for government 
spending beyond our means that have contributed 
to the recession, and make it a clear target for aus¬ 
terity cuts.

The funding will be used for the refur¬ 
bishment of existing premises to meet 
required standards and develop the cafe 
and purchase Cafe equipment. The fund¬ 
ing will also be used for course materials, 
refurbishment of bathroom facilities, dis¬ 
abled toilet and baby changing facilities. 

The Coast Cafe will provide services to 
all members of the local community, with a 
particular focus on young people, older 
people and the unemployed. The Coast 
Cafe will provide a venue for a range of 
community initiatives. These will include: 

A social skills course providing budget¬ 
ing, shopping and cooking skills to young 
people leaving care, in partnership with 
the vale's leaving care team. 

A How to Drug Proof Your Kids Course 
in partnership with Colcot Primary School 
and Bryn Hafren. 

A youth venue for a range of current 


and planned youth focused events e.g. Fri¬ 
day night youth club and school 
holiday/after school sports and music 
based events. 

A breakfast club for school children to 
provide them with a subsidised healthy 
breakfast. 

A luncheon club providing a subsidised 
healthy lunch with activities for older peo¬ 
ple and unemployed local people. 

A FAN (Friends and Neighbours) club 
for socially isolated people. 

A community cafe for local residents. 

The main aims of the Coast Cafe are to 
reduce crime and anti social behaviour in 
the area and for the community to have 
greater confidence in agencies dealing 
with offenders, increased feeling of safety 
and bring the community closer together. 

The Community Engagement Group 
has also funded three other projects this 
year: 

Barry island Car Park 

The car park will be segregated into 
kerbed individual bay areas with traffic 
speed restriction devices constructed 
between bays. Additional signage intro¬ 
duced. This will provide a safer area and 
reduce the longstanding anti social behav¬ 
iour in Barry Island Car Park. Residents of 
Barry Island will benefit from this and calls 
to police resources should be reduced. 

Youth PACT Training 

- The Community Engagement Group 
has funded the Youth PACT Training to 
help young people integrate with the PACT 
process. This will help:- 

Young people will have a better under¬ 
standing of PACT process and how it 
operates in their local area. 

Young people will improve their self¬ 
esteem, communication skills and commit¬ 
tee skills. 

Young people will feel empowered as 
they would have had an input in the devel¬ 
opment and running of youth PACT meet¬ 
ings. 

Greater partnership working will be 
achieved by the delivery of this training. 

The Youth PACT committees provide 
citizenship benefits, a sense of community 
involvement and ownership for young peo¬ 
ple. The project is important in the creation 
of a safer environment for the future.

CROWE AND AFFLECK STAR IN 
AN INTELLIGENT THRILLER 


H aving 

seemingly 
had the 

world at his feet 
nine years ago, Ben 
Affleck soon began 
a slow decline, poor 
film choices {Pearl 
Harbour, Gigli) and 
his relationship 
with Jennifer Lopez 
led to Affleck 
becoming practical¬ 
ly ostracised by the 
film community. 

However, beginning 
with his support turn in 
Hollywoodland, Affleck 
has redeemed himself in 
the eyes of Hollywood, 
his directorial debut. 
Gone Baby Gone, earn¬ 
ing excellent reviews, 
and this latest role in 
front of the camera sees 
him as part of a power¬ 
ful ensemble cast. 

In State of Play 
(adapted from the BBC 
series of the same 
name), Affleck plays 
congressman Stephen 
Collins, who finds him¬ 
self in the news when 
his mistress is murdered. 

With the murder 
being investigated by 
Cal McAffrey (Russell 
Crowe), a reporter who 
is a friend of Collins, 
the pair soon find them¬ 
selves embroiled in 
something deeper than a 


murder case, with loyal¬ 
ties becoming increas¬ 
ingly frayed.. 

State of Play is yet 
another example of film 
studios raiding existing 
materials for inspiration; 
however, when the 
results are as gripping as 
this, you don’t begrudge 
them their lack of origi¬ 
nality. 

Teeming with a cast 
of superb quality, and 
directed with economi¬ 
cal dexterity, this is the 
sort of film you would 
love to see more of in 
multiplexes, rather than 
the brash blockbusters. 

Transposing the 
action from the TV 
series, London to 
Washington works well, 
upping the layers of 
political intrigue and 
heightening the tensions 
and the stakes for the 
characters; and given the 
quality of the TV series, 
the casting here is all- 
important. 

Thankfully, those 
tasked with bringing the 
characters from the 
small screen to the big 
screen are more than 
adept at the task. 

For Russell Crowe, 
it’s another eminently 
watchable performance 
from the actor, who 
projects the character of 
McAffrey in a low-key 
manner that has typified 


his recent work. His 
character is a reporter 
straight out of the old- 
school of journalism, 
pounding the streets and 
looking for leads and 
information, and has no 
time for the modem 
machinations of the 
media world. Indeed, the 
moment Helen Mirren’s 
editor declares that the 
paper’s new owners are 
more interested in sala¬ 
cious gossip (and the 
sales that will ensue 
from it) than actual hard 
news will resonate with 
anyone who is con¬ 
cerned about the nation¬ 
al press’s current obses¬ 
sion with celebrity and 
shock-horror stories. 

Crowe’s performance 
is a joy to watch, bring¬ 
ing to the fore the con¬ 
flict between his person¬ 
al and professional 
ideals. He wants to help 
his old friend out of the 
political mess he’s got 
himself into, but how 
does that affect his jour¬ 
nalistic integrity? It is a 
notion that the screen¬ 
play, and Crowe’s turn, 
subtly poses throughout. 

Acting opposite, Ben 
Affleck is stoic through¬ 
out, showcasing a slow- 
burning intensity and a 
desire to clear his name 
of any wrongdoing. He 
brings a degree of nous 
to the role (and if any¬

one knows what it’s like 
to be vilified in his cho¬ 
sen field for making the 
wrong choices it’s him). 

However, his turn is 
very much behind in the 
pecking order, offering 
valuable, if somewhat 
undistinguished, sup¬ 
port. 

Most impressive is 
Rachel McAdams who 
plays an online blogger 
for Cal’s newspaper, and 
whose supposed lack of 
journalistic integrity is 
pounced upon by Cal. 

Their relationship is a 
vital cog to the story, 
with him teaching her 
the mechanics of jour¬ 
nalism. Their chemistry, 
shorn of the usual 
romantic interest, works 
well, with the actress 
more than capable here 
of matching Gowe’s 
impressive turn. 

In the meantime, 
strong support from the 
likes of Mirren, Robin 
Wright-Penn and Jason 
Bateman add a high 
degree of class to the 
cast. 

The script is a simi¬ 
larly classy proposition, 
maintaining the thriller 


elements, while also 
introducing the political 
games played by those 
in power, the power of 
the press, and the moral¬ 
ity of those involved. 

Keeping the story 
uncoiling slowly main¬ 
tains the tension, but 
also makes you question 
who can and cannot be 
trusted, the layers of 
intrigue building. 

With a background in 
documentary, Kevin 
Macdonald’s direction is 
sparing yet stylish, turn¬ 
ing Washington into a 
shadowy world of shady 
deals and shadier char¬ 
acters. 

Maintaining the nar¬ 
rative thrust throughout, 
Macdonald wastes no 
time with anything that 
doesn’t bear some rele¬ 
vance to the material, 
while his handling of the 
starry cast is superb. 

When your main fault 
with the film is that the 
central relationship 
between Affleck and 
Crowe doesn’t sit quite 
right, it speaks highly of 
the work on screen, and 
rightly so.

C OWBRIDGE’S Deano Coleman 
made his final point-to-point ride a 
winning one when landing the open 
maiden race at the Pentyrch Hunt Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases at Redland Farm

Coleman, now conditional jockey to Aberthin 
racehorse trainer Tim Vaughan, had earlier been suc¬ 
cessful on Tigu in the confined race and both horses 
are trained by Tim’s wife Abbi, who has saddled 
nine point-to-point winners this season.

The favourite Barren Chieftan might have been 
unlucky as the rider’s saddle slipped on the first cir¬ 
cuit, causing him to lose his irons and was eventual¬ 
ly pulled up. 

Keel, who has ridden a total of 17 winners in 15 
years, said that he now intends to give up race-rid¬ 
ing. 

Rhys Hughes, assistant trainer to Tim Vaughan, 
won the Dunraven Bowl Hunter Chase at Chepstow 
on Edna Hussey’s Bob Bites Back, who beat the Tim 
Vaughan-trained favourite Dead Or Alive, ridden by 
Deano Coleman, by two lengths. 

Bob Bites Back is trained in Bridgend by Swansea 
hairdresser Robert Serine, and in last year’s renewal 
had finished a well-beaten fifth when starting all-4 
favourite. Those who kept faith in the horse this time 
were rewarded with odds of 17-2. 

This Saturday, the Llangeinor Hunt are holding 
their annual point-to-point races at Laleston, near 
Bridgend. Racing gets under way with the members’ 
race at 2pm and, as usual, a big crowd is expected. 

Beth Roberts, owner and trainer of the prolific 
Chesnut Annie, is bound to have a runner or two and 
whichever ones she decides to run should be noted. 

Her five-year-old Copper Carroll, although beaten 
a long way at the Pentych last weekend when finish¬ 
ing second to Micks Prospect, is one to note for the 
future, while stablemate Twilight Dancer is another 
that could spring a surprise before the season ends.

Llantwit Major Surf Life 
Saving Club - offers 
something for everyone 


WHETHER you are 
looking to boost fit¬ 
ness, develop new 
skills, make new 
friends or just give 
something back to 
the community, 
from eight to 88 
years - Llantwit 
Major SLSC has 
something for you. 

The main aim of the 
club is to provide a vol¬ 
untary lifeguard service 
on Llantwit Major beach 
during the summer, but 
the club is about much 
more than just giving 
people the skills to save 
lives at sea; the club has a 
keen sports and social 
side that continues 
throughout the year. 

For youngsters from 
eight to 12 years, we 
have the nipper section 
of the club. During the 
winter on Thursdays, the 
nippers train in the fan¬ 
tastic pool at St Athan 
Camp between 6pm- 
7pm, while eager swim¬ 
mers compete in the 
Stillwater competitions 
held at 50m pools such as 
Swansea and Cardiff. 

The nippers move to 
train on the beach at 
Barry Island during the 
summer (from May to 
September) where they 
learn sea swimming 
skills, board paddling 
and beach sports such as 
‘flags’ and sprints. 

The junior section is 
for young people 
between 12 and 18 years. 
Juniors also swim at St 
Athan on Thursdays, the 
younger ones swim from 
6pm-7pm, the older ones 
from 7pm-8pm, and the 
juniors also compete in a 
range of still water com¬ 
petitions. 

The juniors also train 
at Barry Island during the 
summer months. Along 
with sea swimming and 
beach training, they train 
on the larger paddle 
boards and surf skis 
(similar to sea kayaks). 

The juniors also help 
out with the lifeguard 
patrols on Llantwit beach 
during the summer.

Juniors are encour¬ 
aged to take competency 
tests that prove their abil¬ 
ity at sea, and at 16- 
years-old juniors can 
take their lifeguard quali¬ 
fication known as the 
NARS. 

During the summer, 
the older juniors, seniors 
and masters (from 18 
upwards) voluntarily 
patrol the beach at 
Llantwit Major. They are 
trained by the club to 
become qualified life¬ 
guards. 

To keep fit, the seniors 
and masters train at St 
Athan pool throughout 
the year between 8pm- 
9pm; they also train in 
the sea on the surf skis 
and paddle boards, either

Dodging bullets and spent shells alongside the Epynt Way! 


R ecently, 

leader Phil 
John and 10 
walkers travelled 
up to Llanfihangel 
Nant Bran in 
Powys. 

This picturesque 
small village derives its 
name from the Nant 
Bran river and the 16th 
century village church 
dedicated to St Michael 
- and consists of around 
a dozen houses, the 
church and a farm. 

The Nant Bran river 
is a short one which 
rises on the southern 
slopes of Mynydd 


Epynt, flowing through 
Llanfihangel Nant Bran, 
en route to meet up with 
the River Usk at 
Aberbran, some three 
miles west of Brecon; 
and is designated a spe¬ 
cial area of conservation 
for various rare fish. 

Setting out from the 
village hall, the group 
followed the Nant Bran 
river for a short distance 
before climbing up onto 
higher ground, where 
they stopped for morn¬ 
ing refreshments. 

Afterwards, they con¬ 
tinued along the ridge to 
join a gravel track that 
would take them 
towards the Epynt range.

This part of Powys is 
predominantly sheep 
country and spring

Vale Karate celebrate 
five Scottish titles 


THE Scottish 
International Open, 
held at Edinburgh’s 
Meadowbank stadi¬ 
um, once again lived 
up to its reputation 
as one of Britain’s 
biggest events with 
800 competitors 
from 10 countries 
present. 

Saturday was dedi¬ 
cated to all adult and 16 
and 17-year-old cate¬ 
gories. Only two of Vale 
Karate’s 13-strong 
squad were therefore in 
action, but with dramat¬ 
ic results. 

Kumite coach Gareth 
Reynolds, stepping up 
his preparation for the 
Senior European 

Championships, which 
take place in Zagreb in 
May, was contesting the 
high quality under-65kg 
event. 

Gareth fought his 
way through four 
rounds to eventually 
meet England’s Paul 
James in the final. 

Like Gareth, Paul is a 
former British 

Champion and so a 
match of quality was 
assured. 

Gareth had the edge 
in the final to take 
Wales’ first gold medal 
of the day. 

Rhys Davies (16), 
was entering these 
championships for the 
fourth time. 

In 2006 he won the 
under-14 -55kg catego¬ 
ry. Moving up to the 
under 16-63 kg in 2007 
he was again champion. 

His hat-trick of titles 
came last year, when he 
was champion in the 
Under 16 -i-70kg event. 

Now competing in 
the under-18 -i-70kg cat¬ 
egory, his event featured 
many of Britain’s top 16 
and 17-year-olds, 

including Scotland’s 
Craig McDonald and 
England’s Saul Del Rio, 
both like Rhys having 
recently represented 
their countries at the 
Junior European 


Championships in Paris. 

Remarkably Rhys has 
not lost to a Briton for 
well over a year and 
kept that statistic intact 
as he smoothly pro¬ 
gressed to the final 
where he beat Del Rio 
7-1. 

Sunday was dedicat¬ 
ed to the children’s 
events and once again 
Vale Karate were in the 
thick of the action. 

Chloe Pry (nine), and 
eight-year-old Kloe 
Christoforato have met 
several times in Kata 
finals but never at such 
a huge event. 

However, the possi¬ 
bility of an all-Vale final 
became a reality as Kloe 
beat an English girl, and 
Chloe an Armenian, in 
their respective semi¬ 
finals. 

In the final, Chloe 
was judged to have the 
edge to give her the 
title.

Looking forward to the Cardiff and Vale 
Schools summer athletic programme 


THE new summer 
term started last 
Monday (April 20) 
and, because of the 
ever greater time 
demands of the 
external examina¬ 
tion system, pupils 
in the Cardiff & 
Vale Schools district 
are pitched straight 
into track and field 
action. 

The association held 
its annual general meet¬ 
ing right at the end of last 
term and there was one 
significant change in the 
officers. 

Mrs Kath Elias, a 
member of the Llantwit 
PE department from 
1994 to her retirement in 
summer 2007, has been 
associated with local 
schools athletics organi¬ 
sations since the late 
1960s, and, since the for¬ 
mation of the Cardiff & 
Vale district in April 
1996, she was chairman 
for the first five years. 
She followed that up, 
from 2001, by taking on 
the the post of General 
Secretary. 

At the 2009 AGM, 
Mrs Elias stood down 
and was replaced by for¬ 
mer international hurdler 
Rachel King, who teach¬ 
es at Cardiff High. 

The Vale schools still 
contribute to the associa¬ 
tion’s key personnel with 
Mr Rob Glaves (St 
Cyres) continuing as 
chairman and staff from 
Bro Morgannwg, 

Cowbridge, Llantwit, St 
Richard Gwyn and 
Stanwell sitting on the 
executive committee. 

There are five weeks 
before half-term and 
local pupils will be 
involved in a different 
activity every week. 

On April 22, the 
Senior Cup Final, a fix¬ 
ture for pupils in year-11 


and above, was held at 
the replacement athletics 
stadium at Leckwith, 
named the Cardiff 
International Sports 
Stadium. 

That fixture is the first 
track and field competi¬ 
tion at the new stadium - 
and the schools’ associa¬ 
tion was very much a test 
body of the stadium’s 
capabilities, as it holds 
three of the first four fix¬ 
tures. 

Since 2000, two Vale 
schools have enjoyed 
considerable success at 
the Senior Cup Final. 

Cowbridge have won 
the boys’ competition six 
times and the girls’ sec¬ 
tion once, while 
Llantwit, under the guid¬ 
ance of Mrs Elias, won 
the senior girls’ trophy on 
a history-breaking four 
consecutive occasions. 

The Cowbridge boys 
were hoping for a third 
consecutive victory but 
they would have to make 
that progress without the 
inspirational leadership 
of Mr Hugh Williams, 
who retired last summer. 

Although Llantwit 
were organising this 
year’s event, their girls 
are going through a 
rebuilding process and 
were not expected to win. 

St Cyres and Bro 
Morgannwg were also 
due to compete, with the 
Colcot Road expected to 
figure prominently. 

This was followed by 
the senior championships 
for sixth formers, held on 
yesterday (Wednesday, 
April 29) with the middle 
championships, for 
pupils in year-10 and 
year-11, on the following 
day (today), both at new 
Leckwith. 

Although these are 
early season fixtures, 
performances will have a 
major bearing on the 
selection of the Cardiff & 
Vale team for the Welsh 


Schools’ national cham¬ 
pionships, on July 4. 

The Combined Events 
championships, for sen¬ 
iors (sixth form), middles 
and juniors (years-8 and 
year-99) are being staged 
on May 6. 

Last year, because the 
fixture was held at Jenner 
Park, which only has one 
high jump bed, some age 
group competitions had 
to be held over only four 
events, rather than the 
usual pentathlons. 

The return of the fix¬ 
ture to Leckwith means 
that all competitions will 
be pentathlons. 

However, a record 
number of just under 200 
pupils competed at 
Jenner last year, and that 
may be hard act to match 
this time. 

There is a break from 
schools’ track and field 
action in the week begin¬ 
ning Monday, May 11, 
but the association 
marks the end of the win¬ 
ter season with the stag¬ 
ing of the annual Cross- 
Country Presentation 
Evening at a Barry venue 
on the evening of 
Tuesday, May 12. 

The final week before 
half term sees action at 
Jenner Park with three 
qualifying matches for 
the under-15s (year-8 and 
year-9). 

At each fixture, the 
leading six athletes in 
each event will progress 
through to the 18 athlete 
finals meeting, which 
will be held at Leckwith 
on the Tuesday after half 
term, June 2. 

With the senior, mid¬ 
dle and junior champi¬ 
onships completed, the 
second week after half 
term is taken up with six 
under-14 (year-7 and 
year-8) and under-16 
(year-9 and year-10) cup 
matches, with the win¬ 
ning schools in each sec¬ 
tion qualifying for the A 


Cup Final on Tuesday, 
June 16, and the second 
placed schools taking 
part in the B Cup Final 
on Thursday, June 18, 
both at Jenner Park. 

The A Cup Finals are 
particularly important 
because they are quali¬ 
fiers for the NASUWT 
Cymru Welsh Schools 
Finals at Brecon on July 
8 . 

The Cardiff & Vale 
winners take part in the 
NASUWT Cup Final 
while the second place 
schools contest the Plate 
Final. 

No Vale schools quali¬ 
fied for the Welsh finals 
in 2008, but Bro 
Morgannwg created his¬ 
tory in 2007 by winning 
three of the four Welsh 
Finals, the first time that 
a school has won more 
than two sections on the 
same day. 

In past years, the final 
Cardiff & Vale champi¬ 
onships, for year-7 
pupils, has been held as 
an all-day event, starting 
at 10 am and finishing at 
5 pm. 

That pattern will be 
broken this year with 
separate afternoon com¬ 
petitions being held for 
boys and girls. 

The boys will be in 
action at Jenner Park on 
Wednesday, June 24, 
with the girls competing 
at the same venue on 
Tuesday, June 30. 

Sandwiched between 
those two year-7 compe¬ 
titions are the first of the 
Welsh Schools champi¬ 
onships - the combined 
events, which will be 
held for the first time at 
the university track off 
the Mumbles Road in 
Swansea. 

Cardiff & Vale team 
managers, Mr Rhys 
Beynon (Bro 

Morgannwg) and Miss 
Sarah Barry 

(Cowbridge), will be 


hoping to field a record 
size squad of more than 
fifty athletes, and are 
looking to better the two 
team titles, senior girls 
and junior boys, which 
were won in 2008 at 
Carmarthen. 

As Barry year-11 pupil 
Curtis Matthews showed 
when he finished second 
in the middle boys sec¬ 
tion on that occasion, a 
good performance at this 
meeting can lead to inter¬ 
national honours at the 
SIAB indoor combined 
events international at 
Glasgow in December. 

The second Welsh 
Schools’ championships, 
the 62nd national track 
and field championships, 
will be held at new 
Leckwith on Saturday, 
July 4. 

It will be the first time 
that the event has been 
staged in the city since 
2001 and, if the Cardiff 
& Vale Schools offer to 
‘host’ is accepted, it will 
be the first time that the 
association has undertak¬ 
en that role under its cur¬ 
rent format as a district. 

When the 48th 
Nationals were held at 
old Leckwith in 1995, it 
was South Glamorgan 
Schools’ Athletics 
Association which was 
the hosting body. 

For the first time since 
the late 90s, the event 
will also have a commer¬ 
cial sponsor, with insur¬ 
ance group AVIVA back¬ 
ing this event and the 
national cross-country 
championships in 

February for a four year 
period leading up to the 
2012 Olympics. 

Although the 

Nationals are a very 
important team competi¬ 
tion - with Dyfed and 
Cardiff & the Vale usual¬ 
ly being the lead candi¬ 
dates for the overall 
points trophy - it also 
provides an important 


stepping stone for indi¬ 
viduals on the pathway to 
Welsh and GB interna¬ 
tional honours at under- 
20 and senior levels. 

This year, the spotlight 
will be firmly on the 
under-17 age group 
(year-10 and year-11) as, 
for financial reasons, 
there are no under-20 
internationals planned. 

Welsh Schools has two 
major competition for 
that under-17 age group. 

On Saturday, July 18, 
the top two Welsh ath¬ 
letes in each event will be 
competing in a full track 
and field programme 
against the best pupils 
from All-Ireland Schools, 
English Schools and 
Scottish Schools at the 
SIAB international in 
Ulster. 

The final international 
fixture, the athletics ele¬ 
ment of the fourth UK 
School Games, will be 
held at new Leckwith 
over the weekend of 
September 5-6. 

The UK School 
Games, hosted by 
Swansea, Cardiff and 
Newport, will be the 
biggest multi-sports 
competition to be held in 
Wales since the 1958 
Empire and 

Commonwealth Games 
were staged at the old 
Cardiff Arms Park. 

In addition to the 
opportunities for com¬ 
petitors, it will require a 
huge army of local vol¬ 
unteers and will provide 
a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for specta¬ 
tors to come and watch 
pupils, some of whom 
are likely to go on to 
make their mark at senior 
international level on the 
world stage in years to 
come.
